Dick - N6AA and the ARRL Board 

The Board approved the reintroduction of ARRL Life Membership and 70+ Life Membership (for 
members of age 70 and over) on a revenue-neutral basis. At its July 2023 Second Meeting, the 
Board had suspended the Life Membership Program, pending the approval of an adjusted reve- 
nue-neutral program. 


Board members discussed proposed changes to By-Law 46, the Board's Conflict of Interest Pol- 
icy, and decided to consider revisions at a later date. The Board unanimously voted to approve 
the establishment of a committee appointed by the ARRL President to affirm the set of ethics 
guidelines and standards for the Board. In addition to the guidelines, the committee will review 
By-Laws 42 (Ethics and Elections Committee) and 46 for possible revision. The committee will also engage with a competent 
legally qualified independent third party to handle all Ethics & Elections inquiries in the future.

Another note: There is some caution needed with these figures. A tent-and-generator DXpedition needs a day or more to build the camp and another day 
for the teardown. KiN Navassa for example has logged 140,011 QSOs in 15 calender days (equals 9,334 Q/day) but only 58 QSOs on the first day of 


operation and 1,240 QSOs on the last day. If you subtract the first and the last day the Q/day rate would be 10,670. That means the actual rate is higher 
during full operation.

Dutch Antilles was a group of Islands consisting of Curacao, Bonaire, 
Saint Eustatius, Saba, Sint Maarten, and Saint Barthelemy, in the 
Southeastern Caribbean Sea off of South America. It became the 
country of Curacao and Dependencies in 1954 and was dissolved on 
10/10/2010. The islands are still the possession of the Kingdom of 
Netherlands however their legal status has changed. A few of the is- 
lands were also known as the ABC islands (Aruba, Bonaire, and Cu- 
racao). Aruba gained independence in 1984. 


The islands were discovered in 143 by the Spanish and were con- 
quered by the Dutch in 1634. At that point Dutch colonists began to 
settle on the islands. At that time the Dutch also came into posses- 
sion of what is today the British Virgins Islands, St. Croix, Tobago. 


Colonial rule ended after WWII. The British and America occupied the 
islands with the Dutch permission which spurred the demand for 
autonomy. In 1954 the UN declared the islands decolonized. Aruba 
split off in 1984. The remaining islands unhappily remained as politi- 
cal surrogates of the Netherlands until they voted for total independ- 
ence. Eventually the region was divided into three autonomous ones, 
Curacao, Aruba, and the BES islands (Bonaire, Sint Eustatius, and 
Saba). 


Initially, Saint Eustatius, “The Golden Rock” was a major trading part- 
ner with the US colonies but was devastated by the British and its 
economy never recovered. Centuries later, when oil was discovered 
in Venezuela the economies of the islands boomed. Dutch Shell Oil 
company established refineries in Curacao and the US processed oil

Pakistan is the odd one out. As you recall Pakistan was part of India until the nation separated into 2 countries in 1947 during 
the partition of the British Empire. They became East & West Pakistan and India. East Pakistan and West Pakistan operated 
under one government. Later East Pakistan broke away and became Bangladesh. The etymology of the word Bangladesh is 
from Sanskrit and is very similar to the “-stan” suffix. It means the Land of the Bengals. The origin of the name Pakistan is from 
Persian and Pashto, meaning Land of the Pure, either pointing to the Indo-Aryan ethnic origin, or the separation of Muslims 
from the rest of the region. The term was coined in 1933. The name also was taken from the homelands contained in that re- 
gion, Panjab, Afghani, Kashmir, Sind, and Baluchistan. Pak is also Urdu word meaning spiritually clean. The name was only 
intended for the northwest area of the subcontinent. 


Kazakhstan is the most prosperous of the seven and the largest in area. Like all but Pakistan, it once was part of Russia and 
gained independence in 1990 when the USSR dissolved. 


Tajikistan declared independence in 1991. It is a very mountainous region loaded with natural resources that are currently be- 
ing developed. The Tajiks are direct descendants of the Iranians (Persians). The country allied with the National Resistance 
Front of Afghanistan who opposed the Taliban. 


Uzbekistan originally was the home of the first residents of Central Asia, the Scythians. As with many cultures cities grew 
along the trade routes. The Silk Road promoted much of the growth in Uzbekistan. The Mongols sacked it and the Russians 
dominated it. Uzbeks fought with Afghanis in the Soviet-Afghan war. It too is rich in natural resources and has the largest 
population in Central Asia. During the Russian era other nationalities were relocated there, in particular Korean, Armenians 
and, of course, Russians. 


Kyrgyzstan is another region developed during the Silk Road era. The etymology of Kyrgyz is Turkic “meaning we are forty” 
named after the forty clans of Manas, a legendary hero who overthrew the Uyghur Khanate in 840 AD. Russia conquered it in 
the 1800s and incorporated it into the Russian Empire in1876. Again, Soviet relocation diluted the ethnic population. This re- 
sulted in ethnic conflict throughout the years. The region very mountainous with deep valleys and is known as the Switzerland 
of Central Asia. It has the second largest lake in the world. 


Turkmenistan is the most sparsely populated country in Central Asia. It is a crossroads to many places. Merv was one of the 
great cities of the Islamic world and was smack dab on the Silk Road. It was annexed by the Russian Empire and became a 
constituent republic of the USSR. It was a hub for anti-Bolshevik activists. If you think the Turks were from Turkey you are 
wrong. They were Turkic mercenaries in the Ottoman Empire and were given Asia Minor for their reward. Much of the brutality 
met out by the Ottomans were by Turks, not liked. The name suggests that the Turk people en masse converted to Islam (Turk 
+ Iman = Turkic “faith”). They sided with the Taliban but were playing both sides of the street. It declares it self a neutral state. 
It is an oil and natural gas rich region harvesting from the Caspian Sea. It has the most repressive governments in Central 
Asia. Even the internet and media are muzzled. 


Afghanistan is a well known country for Americans. It has been a battleground for millennia and is known as the graveyard of 
empires. The Indians, Persians, Greeks, Romans, Arabs, Mongols, British, Soviets, and Americans have all tried to subdue it 
without success. We will never learn. It is rich in natural resources and has become the #1 exporter of US military hardware 
outside the United States. It is among the poorest countries in the world. The name Afghan is Sanskrit for the people who lived 
in the Hindu Kush region. The ethnic groups in Afghanistan are the Pashtuns (42%), Tajiks (27%), Uzbeks (9%) and Hazaras 
(9%). Dari and Pashto are the official languages, Dari is also know as Eastern Persian. There is a plethora of unofficial lan- 
guages spoken as well. It is an understatement to say it is a very backwards culture. It again is loaded with natural resources 
most of which goes to China.

XU7 Cambodia Status (N6QQ) 


K9EL asked a couple of questions that many of you may have so I'm answering his questions here. 


XU7GNY submitted a 10 year old expired license for his operation this past spring. We didn't know that it was not current until someone else 
fluent in the language interpreted it for us and revealed that it was an old, expired license rather than a current one. As soon as this was 
determined, his LoTW certificate was nullified, preventing further uploads. As many had submitted QSOs during the unlicensed operation, all 
of them are in pending status. Those that have been granted credit for these QSOs may lose them as a result. If the Cambodian govern- 
ment issues some type of notification that they're willing to accept his former license or some other granting of permission for his operations, 
all holds will be removed.
